MIAMI - Forecasters say 
Tropical Storm Ernesto has 
formed in the Atlantic and is 
speeding toward a chain of 
small, popular vacation is¬ 
lands in the Caribbean Sea. 

The National Hurricane 
Center in Miami said yester¬ 
day afternoon that the storm 
is headed west at about 22 
mph toward the Caribbean. 
Tropical storm warnings are 
in effect for the islands of 
Barbados, Dominica, St. 
Lucia, St. Vincent, Mar¬ 


tinique, Guadeloupe and the 
Grenadines. 

The storm's maximum 
sustained winds are rapidly 
gaining strength and were at 
50 mph.

CEDES is a Center for Spe¬ 
cial Education working with 
Autistic children. In their

Annan quits saying Syria peace 
deserved more support 


NEAR ALEPPO (AFP) - For¬ 
mer UN chief Kofi Annan said 
yesterday he was stepping 
down as international envoy 
for Syria, complaining that his 
April peace plan had not re¬ 
ceived the support it deserved. 

As the Syrian army de¬ 
ployed fighter jets against 
rebels armed with tanks 
around the commercial capital 
Aleppo, Annan regretted an 
"increasing militarisation" of 
the 17-month conflict. 

He also bemoaned the lack 
of consensus on the UN Secu¬ 
rity Council, where China and 
Russia last month vetoed a re¬ 
solution that would have 
threatened sanctions against 
Syria if it failed to act on 
Annan's battered peace blue¬ 
print. 

"I did not receive all the 
support that the cause de¬ 
served," Annan told a hastily 
scheduled press conference in 
Geneva after his resignation 
was announced by UN chief 
Ban Ki-moon at UN headquar¬ 
ters in New York. 

"You have to understand: as 
an envoy, I can't want peace 
more than the protagonists, 
more than the Security Council 
or the international community 
for that matter." 

Annan said "continuous fin¬ 
ger-pointing and name-call¬ 
ing" in the Security Council 
had hindered his attempts to 
implement his six-point peace 
plan that was supposed to start 
with a reciprocal ceasefire 
from April 12 that never took 
hold. 

"The increasing militarisa¬ 
tion on the ground and the lack 
of unanimity in the Security 
Council fundamentally 

changed my role," he said. 

But he predicted that Presi¬ 
dent Bashar al-Assad would go 
"sooner or later" and did not 
rule out his successor having 
more luck or success, despite 
his warning there was "no Plan 
B". 


"These crises are never 
static... as the situation evolves 
there may be other approa¬ 
ches," he said. 

Despite Annan's criticism 
of the "finger pointing" at the 
United Nations, Washington 
was quick to blame Annan's 
resignation on the refusal of 
Beijing and Moscow to back 
resolutions against Damascus. 

"Annan's resignation high¬ 
lights the failure at the United 
Nations Security Council of 
Russia and China to support 
meaningful resolutions against 
Assad that would have held 
Assad accountable," said 
White House spokesman Jay 
Carney. 

Russia said it regretted 
Annan's decision and insisted 
it had always supported him 
"very strongly." 

"We understand that that's 
his decision; we regret that he 
chose to do so," UN Ambassa¬ 
dor Vitaly Churkin told re¬ 
porters. 

The Syrian foreign ministry 
expressed "regrets" at Annan's 
announcement and accused 
"countries which seek to desta¬ 
bilise Syria" of having "hin¬ 
dered and continuing to 
hinder" his mission. 

- f Most difficult of 
assignments f - 

In New York, Ban paid tri¬ 
bute to Annan for his efforts in 
the "most difficult" of assign¬ 
ments, adding that he would 
step down at the end of the 
month and the search for a suc¬ 
cessor had already begun, in 
cooperation with the Arab 
League. 

"I wish to express my dee¬ 
pest gratitude to Mr Annan for 
the determined and courageous 
efforts he has made as the Joint 
Special Envoy for Syria," Ban 
said. 

"Kofi Annan deserves our 
profound admiration for the 
selfless way in which he has 
put his formidable skills and 


prestige to this most difficult 
and potentially thankless of as¬ 
signments," he added. 

The announcement that 
Annan was quitting came as 
rebel forces shelled the 
Menagh air base, 30 kilome¬ 
tres (18 miles) northwest of 
Aleppo, in an intensifying bat¬ 
tle for control of Syria's com¬ 
mercial capital. 

The rebels used tanks for 
the first time in its assault on 
the base, a commander said. 

An AFP reporter who wit¬ 
nessed the bombardment said 
the rebels told him it was "an 
attack to take this airport being 
used by helicopters and planes 
that are firing on Aleppo." 

It is difficult to get an 
overall picture of the situation 
inside Aleppo itself because 
of a lack of independent 
sources and restrictions on 
journalists. 

Yesterday's air base assault 
came after US President 
Barack Obama was reported to 
have signed a covert document 
authorising US support for the 
rebels. 

The directive was contained 
in a "finding" — a device au¬ 
thorising clandestine action by 
the Central Intelligence 
Agency, NBC and CNN said, 
citing unidentified sources. 

White House officials de¬ 
clined to comment, but did not 
specifically rule out the idea 
that Washington was providing 
more intelligence support to 
anti-Assad forces than had pre¬ 
viously been made public. 

The Britain-based Syrian 
Observatory for Human Rights 
said a security forces raid 
southwest of Damascus killed 
43 people, some of whom were 
tortured and executed. 

Nationwide, at least 67 peo¬ 
ple were killed yesterday — 36 
civilians, 16 soldiers and 15 
rebels, said the Observatory, 
which has estimated that more 
than 20,000 people have died 
since mid-March last year.

Cybersecurity bill fails in 
US Senate

Romney against taxing Olympians for 
their medals 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A bill 
aimed at protecting the United 
States from cyber attacks 
failed to advance in the US 
Senate yesterday, severely 
denting hopes for the passage 
of a measure backed by Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama. 

The legislation was blocked 
amid opposition from an un¬ 
usual coalition of civil liberta¬ 
rians — who feared it could 
allow too much government 
snooping — and conservatives 
who said it would create a new 
bureaucracy. 

The bill needed 60 votes in 
the 100-member Senate to ad¬ 
vance under rules in the cham¬ 
ber, but got only 52. The 
failure came despite pleas from 
Obama and top US defense of¬ 
ficials. 

After the vote, the White 
House blamed "an overwhelm¬ 
ing majority of Senate Repub¬ 
licans” for blocking the bill, 
which it said would have pro¬ 


tected the nation "from poten¬ 
tially catastrophic cyber at¬ 
tacks.” 

The bill was a "comprehen¬ 
sive piece of cybersecurity leg¬ 
islation” but it was foiled by 
"the politics of obstructionism, 
driven by special interest groups 
seeking to avoid accountabil¬ 
ity,” it said in a statement. 

General Martin Dempsey, 
chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, said the bill was needed 
to protect infrastructure critical 
to safeguarding national de¬ 
fense. 

"Because the military relies 
on this infrastructure to defend 
the nation, we cannot afford to 
leave our electricity grid and 
transportation system vulnera¬ 
ble to attack,” Dempsey said in 
a letter to senators this week. 

The revised measure had 
removed some parts of a bill 
passed in April in the House of 
Representatives that pre¬ 
viously provoked controversy. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - In a 
country riven by taxation dis¬ 
cord, Republican White House 
hopeful Mitt Romney has hit 
on a populist measure that is a 
sure-fire winner: tax relief for 
US Olympians on the medals 
they win.

Spanish 
police arrest 
Al-Qaeda 
suspects, seize 
explosives 

MADRID (AFP) - Spanish po¬ 
lice arrested three suspected 
Al-Qaeda members thought to 
have been planning an attack 
in Spain or elsewhere in Eu¬ 
rope and seized explosives, the 
government said yesterday. 

Interior Minister Jorge Fer¬ 
nandez Diaz told a news con¬ 
ference that one of the three 
men was ”a very important op¬ 
erative in Al-Qaeda's interna¬ 
tional structure”. 

Two of the men were ar¬ 
rested on a bus heading for the 
French border and the other in 
a flat in the town of La Linea 
de Concepcion, in the southern 
province of Andalucia, where 
police also discovered the ex¬ 
plosives. 

The arrests came within 
hours of each other on 
Wednesday. 

"This is one of the biggest 
investigations which has been 
carried out up until now 
against the Al-Qaeda terrorist 
group at an international 
level,” said Diaz. 

He described the men as 
"extremely dangerous people.” 

Police also found docu¬ 
ments relating to flying light 
aircraft. 

The two on the bus were ar¬ 
rested in Almuradiel in the 
central province of Ciudad 
Real while travelling from 
Cadiz to Irun near the French 
border.

BRASILIA(AFP) - Brazil’s 
biggest ever bribery trial began 
yesterday with dozens of for¬ 
mer officials facing vote-buy¬ 
ing charges in a case that could 
tarnish the legacy of popular 
ex-leader Luiz Inacio Lula da 
Silva. 

In what the media has 
dubbed "the trial of the cen¬ 
tury,” 38 former ministers, 
lawmakers, businessmen and 
bankers face prosecution be¬ 
fore the Supreme Court over 
alleged vote-buying in Con¬ 
gress between 2002 and 2005. 

Supreme Court Justice Car¬ 
los Ayres Britto opened pro¬ 
ceedings by reading aloud the 
names of each defendant and 
detailing the charges against 
them, which ranged from em¬ 
bezzlement and money laun¬ 
dering to corruption and fraud. 

Known as "Mensalao” (big 
monthly payments), the scan¬ 
dal embroils Lula's Workers 
Party (PT) and Brazil's ruling 
coalition but more broadly 
sheds light on the now-reviled 
practices of the entire political 
establishment. 

According to charges that 
first surfaced in 2005, during 
Lula's first term, PT members 
allegedly offered bribes to

UN polio suspension hits 22,000 
Pakistan children 



KARACHI (AFP) - Around 
22,000 Pakistani children are 
at risk in Karachi after the 
World Health Organization 
suspended polio vaccinations 
over a spate of bloody shoot¬ 
ings, a UN official warned 
Thursday. 

WHO, a partner in govern¬ 
ment efforts to eradicate the 
disease, suspended activities 
in part of Pakistan's largest 
city last month and has not yet 
been approved to take part in 
the next campaign due in Sep¬ 
tember. 

On July 17, a UN doctor 
from Ghana working on polio 
eradication and his driver were 
shot in Gadap town and three 
days later a local community 
worker who was part of the 
same campaign was shot dead 
in the same area. 

"We had a successful cam¬ 
paign in Karachi until those at¬ 
tacks," said Elias Durry, senior 
WHO coordinator for polio 
vaccination in southern Sindh 
province. 

The campaign targeted 2.2 
million children in Karachi, 
but 22,000 children in Gadap 
town were not administered 
polio drops because of security 
fears, he added. 


"We fear the children of 
Gadap could be in danger of 
polio if we cannot go to them 
during our next campaign in 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Sci¬ 
entists said that a rare group of 
people in the Peruvian Amazon 
appears to have some natural 
resistance to rabies, which is 
widely considered fatal if not 
immediately treated. 

The research reported is 
based on blood samples from 
six people who said they had 
never been vaccinated against 
rabies. 

But the group showed "ra¬ 
bies virus-neutralizing antibod¬ 
ies," indicating for the first 
time that some people may de¬ 
velop an immune response that 
scientists could study in order 
to find new paths to treatment. 

"The overwhelming major¬ 
ity of rabies exposures that 
proceed to infections are fatal," 
said lead author Amy Gilbert 
with the US Centers for Dis¬ 
ease Control and Prevention's 
National Center for Emerging 


September," Durry said. 

Maryam Yunus, WHO 
spokeswoman in Pakistan, 
said activities would remain 
suspended in the area until po¬ 
lice gave the go-ahead. 

Police said they were still 
investigating the July shoot¬ 
ings.

"However, our results open 
the door to the idea that there 
may be some type of natural 
resistance or enhanced im¬ 
mune response in certain com¬ 
munities regularly exposed to 
the disease," she said. 

The research was conducted 
in two remote communities, 
Trueno Cocha and Santa 
Marta, in the northern Peruvian 
Amazon, where fatal rabies in¬ 
fections caused by vampire bat 
bites are common. 

Blood samples were taken 
from 63 people, and seven 
were found to have rabies 
virus-neutralizing antibodies. 
Only one of the seven reported 
receiving a rabies vaccination 
that would have generated an¬ 
tibodies to rabies. 

The World Health Organiza¬ 
tion says more than 55,000 
people die worldwide of rabies 
each year. 

Bats are the source of most 
human rabies deaths in the 
United States and Canada, and 
bat rabies has more recently 
emerged as a public health 
threat in Australia, Latin Amer¬ 
ica and western Europe, ac¬ 
cording to the WHO. 

The incubation period for ra¬ 
bies ranges from one week to 
one year. Symptoms often 
begin with fever and a tingling 
feeling at the site of the wound, 
then progress to inflammation 
of the brain and spine. 

Patients may die of brain 
hemorrhage, heart attack or 
total muscle paralysis. 

Anyone who believes they 
may have been exposed to ra¬ 
bies is urged to immediately 
seek treatment with a series of 
shots that can ward off an ac¬ 
tive infection.

Facebook growth clouded by '83m 
dubious accounts'

Struggling RIM launches

(AFP) - Facebook's latest fig¬ 
ures showing growth in global 
users also highlights concerns 
that some may come from du¬ 
bious sources — duplicate ac¬ 
counts, pages for pets and 
those designed for spam. 

Facebook members grew to 
955 million at the end of the 
second quarter, but as many as 
83 million may be dodgy, the 
company said in its quarterly 
filing with the US Securities 
and Exchange Commission. 

There are "inherent chal¬ 


lenges" in measuring usage 
"despite our efforts to detect 
and suppress such behavior," 
the social network said. 

It said duplicate accounts - 
- when a same user maintains 
more than one account — may 
represent some 4.8 percent of 
active users. 

Another 2.4 percent may be 
for a business, group or "non¬ 
human entity such as a pet" 
and 1.5 percent are likely "un¬ 
desirable" accounts that use 
the accounts for spam or other 


malicious activity. 

"We believe the percentage 
of accounts that are duplicate 
or false is meaningfully lower 
in developed markets such as 
the United States or Australia 
and higher in developing mar¬ 
kets such as Indonesia and 
Turkey," Facebook said in its 
filing. 

"We are continually seeking 
to improve our ability to iden¬ 
tify duplicate or false accounts 
and estimate the total number 
of such accounts, and such es¬ 
timates may be affected by im¬ 
provements or changes in our 
methodology." 

The number of real users is 
critical for Facebook as it 
seeks to get advertising rev¬ 
enues from the world’s biggest 
social network. Some analysts 
have expressed doubts that the 
company can boost revenues. 

In morning trade, Face- 
book shares were down 2.9 
percent at $20.27, a sharp 46 
percent decrease from May’s 
offering price of $38.

Thousands of fans ap¬ 
plauded the two-and-a-half 
minute long film which ran 
as the concert got underway 
with nearly an hour's delay, 
the Polish PAP news agency 
reported. 

Warsaw city hall requested 
the singer air the clip in the 
wake of an online petition 
against her concert by a 
group of young Catholics fu¬ 


rious it would coincide with 
the Polish capital's annual 
World War II commemora¬ 
tion of the doomed uprising 
against the city's Nazi's occu¬ 
piers. 

As of Wednesday, the peti¬ 
tion had gathered 54,000 sup¬ 
porters for the "Material 
Girl’s" concert to be called off 
out of respect for the esti¬ 
mated 200,000 people who 
died in the 63-day uprising 
by Polish partisans. 

Nazi German dictator 
Adolf Hitler ordered the de¬ 
portation of the half-a-million 
residents who survived be¬ 
fore his forces systematically 
bombarded the city leaving it 



pay our respects to those who 
survived and those who per¬ 
ished in the uprising. We 
won't allow the desecration 
of our hallowed symbols," 
reads the Internet petition 
launched by a group calling 
itself the Youth Crusade. 

Warsaw ground to a halt 
Wednesday at 5 pm and 
sirens wailed as residents 
stood still to observe the an¬ 
nual minute's silence across 
the capital remembering the 
loss of life in the largest sin¬ 
gle rebellion against Nazi 
Germany during WWII. 

The Youth Crusade also 
slammed the 5 3-year-old 
Queen of Pop's on-stage an¬ 
tics as "attacking the Catholic 
faith... offending Jesus Christ 
by burning crosses and wear¬ 
ing a crown of thorns" as well 
as promoting homosexuality 
and pornography.

Fujimori won’t 
seek a pardon: 
son 

LIMA (AFP) - Peru's ex¬ 
president Alberto Fujimori, 
who is serving a 25 year 
sentence for human rights 
violations, has ruled out 
seeking a pardon, his law¬ 
maker son Kenji Fujimori 
said. 

"My father renounces the 
idea of a pardon because he 
knows he is innocent and 
there are no clear and posi¬ 
tive signs from the govern¬ 
ment," the younger Fujimori 
said Wednesday. 

His decision "is a hard 
blow for us, especially in 
light of his health," he said. 

The former president who 
is serving out his sentence at 
a police base in eastern 
Lima, suffers from a cancer 
on the tongue, but receives 
regular treatment and the 
cancer is under control. 

The 74-year-old was 
found guilty in April 2009 of 
two death squad massacres 
in 1991 and 1992 that killed 
25 people, and the kidnap¬ 
ping of a journalist and a 
businessman.

It wasn't a great day for 
other favourites as world 
number one Maxim Rakov of 
Kazakhstan lost in the first 
round while Japanese third 
seed Takamasa Anai was 
beaten in the second round.

LONDON (AFP) - Reigning 
European champions Spain’s 
squad of NBA standouts just 
held off a late charge from rank 
outsiders Great Britain for a 
79-78 win Thursday and a 
men's Olympic basketball 
medal playoff berth. 

Jose Calderon led Spain 
with 19 points and sank crucial 
free throws in the final seconds 
to hold off minnows Britain, 
led by 25 points from Joel 
Freeland and 23 from NBA 
Chicago Bulls star Luol Deng. 

Pau Gasol added 17 as 
Spain clinched a quarter-final 
berth and ensured one for Rus¬ 
sia, the two being Group B co¬ 
leaders at 3-0, while the British 
squad fell to 0-3, on the brink 
of being eliminated from play¬ 
off contention. 

The Spaniards stretched 
their lead to 60-48 entering the 
fourth quarter but Deng 
sparked a stunning British 
rally, the Olympic hosts mak¬ 
ing a 9-2 run to pull within 68- 
65 on an inside jump by Pops 
Mensah-Bonsu with 3:18 re¬ 
maining. 

Gasol added two free 
throws and his brother Marc 
Gasol another to give Spain a 
71-65 advantage but Freeland 
sank a jumper with 2:00 to 


play and added a layin with 
1:25 remaining to pull Britain 
within two points at 71-69 be¬ 
hind. 

The home rowd screamed 
for Britain to pull off the upset 
but turnovers by Deng and 
Mensah-Bonsu led to four 
points for Spain. 

Dan Clark answered for 
Britain by hitting a 3-pointer to 
cut Spain's edge to 75-72 and, 
after Calderon sank two free 
throws with 25 seconds re¬ 
maining, Nate Reinking's 3- 
pointer for Britain made it 
77-75. 

Calderon made two more 
free throws with 17 seconds 
remaining, but Britain re¬ 
sponded yet again, centre 
Mensah-Bonsu sinking a 3- 
pointer with seven seconds re¬ 
maining leaving them just a 
point behind. 

Calderon took the inbounds 
pass for Spain and raced 
around the backcourt, eluding 
British players desperate to 
foul him and stop the clock. In¬ 
stead, the final seconds ticked 
away and the Spaniards had 
survived an epic scare. 

Spain captain Juan Carlo 
Navarro missed his second 
game in a row with a left foot 
injury. 


LONDON (AFP) - British 
middleweight boxer Anthony 
Ogogo brought the crowd to 
its feet at the London 
Olympics when he beat top- 
seeded Ukrainian Ievgen 
Khytrov on a tense judges' 
vote yesterday. 

Ogogo and Khytrov were 
tied 18-18 after the three- 
round contest and could not be 
separated on a points count- 
back. 

However, the five judges 
were then asked to vote and 
the majority sided with Ogogo. 
The Ukrainians appealed, 
based on Ogogo having taken 
two standing counts, but they 
were rejected. 

Ogogo, speaking before the 
appeal was lodged, said only 
one thing had got him through 
the final seconds of the round 
of 16 clash, when he was fad¬ 
ing fast. 

"It was my self-belief that 
got me over the line," said the 
23-year-old. 

Khytrov, who like all top 
seeds had a bye into the second 
round, said he did not have any 
bad feelings about the result. 

"No, I'm not angry, and 
don't believe it was the wrong 
result," he said. 

"That's life. Anthony is a 
very good boxer and we had a 
good fight. But gold medal? It 
will be tough. There are sev¬ 


eral who are potentially 
stronger than him." 

Ogogo has been highly mo¬ 
tivated by his mother's parlous 
health since she suffered a 
brain haemorrhage six weeks 
ago. He will next face improv¬ 
ing German Stefan Hartel, 


who unexpectedly demolished 
Ireland's Darren O'Neill 19-12. 

Later Indian pin-up Vijen- 
der Singh moved within one 
win of repeating his historic 
bronze from the last Games 
when he edged American Ter¬ 
rell Raushee 16-15 to move 
into the last eight. 

It is unlikely that too many 
Americans are watching the 
boxing, as just two of their 
male boxers remain. Raushee 
became their seventh succes¬ 
sive defeat, shortly after the 
highly-rated but raw Jose 
Ramirez also lost. 

Earlier, another Ukrainian 
star had fared better than 
Khytrov. The world and 
Olympic lightweight cham¬ 
pion Vasyl Lomachenko can¬ 
tered into the quarter-finals 
after toying with Dominican 
opponent Wellington Arias. 



LONDON (AFP) - It all ended in tears for lightweight Ross 
Taylor on Thursday as he became the first Briton to exit 
the Olympic boxing tournament in a defeat to Italy's 
Domenico Valentino. The 21 -year-old Scot was unable to 
find a solution against his vastly more experienced op¬ 
ponent, the 2009 world champion, losing 15-10 in their 
second round bout. Taylor, though, was inconsolable 
after the fight. Taylor, a former British taekwondo cham¬ 
pion, has no intention of turning professional yet. 
Valentino for his part said that he had got a wake up call 
from his corner men going into the third and final round 
with just a one point advantage, 8-7. "The coach said to 
me you are world number one not the guy in the opposite 
corner, so go out there and show him that you are," he 
said.
